Now if that way of calling Letters be the 
beſt, which beſt gives the ſound to the words 
that they compoſe, then theſe two things will 
eaſily follow; Firſt, that the ſhorter the names 
of the Letters be, the better. As for example, 
it 3s better to call ba, by the uſual Engliſh 
names be, a, than by the Greek names beta, 
alpha. For if I ſhould ask a Child, a 
Learner, what ſpells be, a, no doubt but he 
would eaſter tell me by his ear, than if I ſhould 
ak him, what {pells beta, alpha. Hence 1 
conclude, that it is better to call | y | when 
3t is a vowel, by the name of 1, than to call it 


( as we nſually do ) wi. And for the ſame 


reaſon it is better to call all donble vowels by 
the ſound which they give, when they are pitt 
zovether, than to ſpell the vowels diſtindl;.

If you 
ask a Child what ſpells ke, a, he will tell zou 
ca: but if you ask him what ſpells {e, a, no 
doubt but ke will tell you by the ear, (a. And 
indeed (e, a, does ſpelt a : but ke, a, ſpells ka, 
whichis the ſame as ca. Thelike is tobe ſaid 
of the Letter g: which before e or 1, has the 
ſound of j conſonant, but otherwiſe of the 
Greek y which we cannot better expreſs in 
Our Engliſh [ etters, than by calline it ohe. 
As for example, Gender has the ſame ſound 
as if it were written jender; ginger Las the.

I haze omitted ne- 
thing (unleſs by overſight) but only the 
moſt unuſual proper names of the Old Teſta- 
ment, which are 10 where found, but o1:- 
ly in ſuch Chapters as are not appointed to 
be read in Churches, as being little clſe but 
kard names.
